on land fraud

MK Michael Dekel (Herat) was 
questioned two months ago by police 
about suspected fraud in the sales of 
plots of land, for a new settlement 
never authorized by the govern- 
ment. Inspector-General David 
Kraus yesterday told the Knesset's 
State Comptroller's Committee. 

Emphasizing that Dekel bad 
approached the police of his own 
volition, Kraus said the MK is not a 
suspect in the case involving claims 
by dozens of Israelis who thought 
they were buying plots for an autho- 
rized settlement. 

Also questioned in the case was 
Dekel’s assistant at the ministry Avi 
Tzur. 

The committee met at the request 
of Mapam MK Yair Tzaban to hear 
from the police, justice ministry and 
Bank of Israel authorities about land 
purchases in the territories and 
police probes of suspected corrup- 
tion. 

Dekel was asked about a letter 
issued by his assistant in the agricul- 
ture ministry, which was used by the 
Gindi contracting company of an 
advertising campaign for plots of 
land at the Kramim settlement. The 
letter said there would be a settle- 
ment at Kramim. No such settle- 
ment, however, had been authorized 
by the govemnent. 

“Gindi is being investigated, not 
Dekel,'* said a senior investigative 
source on the Kramim case. 

“No senior political personality.” 
said Kraus, “is under investigation.” 
The Kramim case is one of some 
100 complaints concerning land sales

Rabin ousts MKs from casba flat 

Settlers bide time following eviction

TEL AVIV. - Jewish settlers in 
Hebron and Kiryat Arba last night 
decided on a “wait-and-see” attitude 
following the eviction by the army 
yesterday of seven right-wing MKs 
from the apartment they had occu- 
pied in Hebron's casba. 

Earlier, in a discussion with the 
MKs, Defence Minister Rabin repe- 
ated that the government alone 
would decide on matters of settle- 
ment policy. He added that he was 


personally opposed to Jews moving 
into Arab population centres. 

Supporters of the evicted Knesset 
members and the MKs themselves 
advocated taking no immediate ac- 
tion. “We ‘II wait for a week or two." 
Tehiya's Gershon Shafat said after 
the meeting with Rabin. He would 
not say what the settlers and their 
supporters would do if no govern- 
ment action follows. 

His position was supported by 
settlers’ leaders who had a long de- 
bate at their headquarters at the 


Avraham Avinu Synagogue com- 
pound in Hebron. 

Six of the Tehiya. Likud and 
Morasha MKs who had squatted in 
the apartment for five days met with 
Rabin after they were evicted. 

They did not win any concessions 
during the 90-minute discussion, but 
Rabin agreed to check past cabinet 
decisions to see whether the MKs 
were right in claiming that they pro- 
vide for additional settlement in 
Hebron. He said be will abide by “all

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Elscint reports more losses; 
plans plant closure, cutbacks

Elscint, the Haifa-based medical- 
imaging equipment concern that 
announced a $33m. loss for the past 
business year, yesterday reported a 
loss of $l5m. in this year’s "April- ' 
June quarter. 

The company also announced a 
complicated capita] restruct u ring to 
reduce its finance costs, in which its 
parent. Ebon Electronics, will play a 
major role. . 

In addition, as pan of its retrench- 
ment programme, the company is to 
close its Jerusalem manufacturing 
plant, opened only last year, and is 
considering further cutbacks across 
the board. 

Avraham Suhazni, the company's 
founder and dominant figure until 
recently, has “informed the com- 
pany that he wishes to be relieved of 
his current responsibilities as chair- 
man of the U.S. subsidiary, Elscint 
Inc., effective September 30,1985.” 

These events point to a continued 
crisis in the company, which first hit 
the headlines in June, when Suhami 
stepped down as chairman of Elscint 
Ltd., the Israeli parent of the multi- 
national concern. He was replaced 
by Uzi Galil, the founder and chair- 
man of Elron. Galil instituted 
sweeping changes in Elsdnt’s corpo- 
rate strategy, cutting back on the 
headlong expansion that had char- 
acterised Sub ami’s years of control. 

Analysts pointed out that the 


latest loss of S15 385,000 was already 
‘in the pipeline” by the time the 
change of control took place. The 
effects of the changes instituted in 
late June will begin to show up only 
in the current and following quar- 
ters, they said. 

• One facet of the new strategy, 
which centres on the need to scale 
back production of the five types of 
medical-imaging equipment, will be 
the closure of the Jerusalem plant 
that Elscint opened in 1984. This 
facility produced resonance-imaging 
(MRI) and ultrasonic systems. The 
100-odd Jerusalem employees have 
mostly been transferred to other 
plants around the country or have 
found alternative employment. 

In an attempt to slash finance 
costs, Elscint is embarking on a 
multi-tiered capital restructuring 
programme. In die first place, and 
subject to approval from the Secur- 
ities Authority and the Stock Ex- 
change, it intends to make a tender 
offer to the holders of die shares and 
debentures offered by its subsidiary 
Elscint R&D Ltd. under a tax- 
shelter law made specifically for it, 
and since dubbed “ELscint Law.” 

This was meant to take the place 
of direct government financing of 
research and development program- 
mes in large high-technology com- 
panies, by offering tax rebates to 
high-income-brafket investors. 
Elscint raised some £60m. last year

Court appoints receiver for 
troubled Kopel travel firm

TEL AVIV. -The district court here 
yesterday appointed a temporary re- 
ceiver for the Kopel tourism con- 
cern, after general manager Shmuel 
Rosenberg said the company could 
not fulfil] its commitments and pay 
its debts. 

According to statements pre- 
sented in court, Kopel Tours, Kopel 
Travel and K-Hotels owe airlines, 
banks, transport companies, agents 
abroad, and Landeko Rubinstein In- 
vestments over $18 million. 

The three companies deal with 
ingoing and outgoing tourism, 
hotels, car rental, and entertainment 
and sport for hotel guests. 

The airlines announced yesterday 
that anyone who bought a ticket 
from Kopel up to Monday will be 
able to use it. Rosenberg said that no 
tickets were issued by Kopel yester- 
day. The company yesterday re- 
turned to El A1 and other airlines all 
the flight tickets it bad left. 

Rosenberg told The Jerusalem 
Post that by this morning be hopes to 
make arrangements with his credi- 
tors which will enable Kopel to con- 
tinue functioning. 

He said he had asked for a tempor- 
ary receiver voluntarily to obtain 
court backing for the arrangements 
he intends to reach with bis credi- 
tors. “Small creditors will receive 
their money from the receiver, and 
the big ones have agreed to postpone 


collection of our debts to enable us 
to continue operating.” he said. 

Erroneous reports that Kopel's 
debts total some S28 million yester- 
day alarmed some of Kopel's’ credi 
tore and delayed reaching an agree- 
ment before last night. Rosenberg 
said. 

Hotels announced yesterday they 
would not honour the reservations erf 
tourists who paid for their stay 
through Kopel. But Rosenberg told 
. The Post that the Israel Hotel Asso- 
ciation has agreed to hold off all 
action until today. 

By that time. Rosenberg said, he 
hopes to reach an arrangement with 
the association which will enable 
tourists to receive the hotel sendees 
they paid for through Kopel. 

If Kopel reaches a satisfactory 
arrangement with its creditors, the 
company may be out of the receiv- 
er's hands quite soon. Rosenberg 
said. 

If an arrangement is reached, 
groups from abroad who have purch- 
ased package tours from Kopel will 
be able to come and receive services 
as promised. If Kopel fails to get an 
agreement, the Tourism Ministry 
will have to use Kopel's bank 
guarantee to pay for incoming tour- 
ists’ services here. 

The Tourism Ministry has in- 
structed its officials abroad to advise 
travel agents that tourists who 
bought Kopel services would not 
lose their monev. it was learned. 


Car bomb, shelling cause havoc 

Slau ght er in Tripoli, panic in Beirut 


BEIRUT (AP). - Forty-five people 
were slaughtered and 90 were 
wounded yesterday in a car-bomb 
explosion in Tripoli where rival Mos- 
lem factions are fighting for control 
of- the northern city as Lebanon's 
“War of the Car-Bombs” spread, 
police said. 

In Beirut, where four car-bombs 
have- exploded in the last week, 
hundreds of families were reported 
fleeing the city after 40 people were 
killed and 143 wounded in fierce 
artillery and rocket barrages by 
Christian and Moslem militias. 

Police said more titan 5,500 shells 
and rockets hit 60 Beirut districts 
during the night. Hie fighting spread 
yesterday -to engulf towns in the 
Christian heartland north of Beirut 
that have been spared much of the 
bloodletting in. Lebanon’s decade- 
old civil war. - 


Christian militias using long-range 
artillery and 120-nun. mortars struck 
back against Druse towns in the 
Shouf Mountains southeast of the 
capital where Moslem forces have 
strategic positions, police reported. 

Beirut's hijack-plagued airport, 
boycotted by U.S. airlines, was hit 
by 40 shells and rockets. Several hit 
the terminal building, bat no casual- 
ties were reported in the pre-dawn 
barrage. 

The airport in Moslem-controlled 
south Beirut continued to operate. 
Passengers nervously boarded 
Lebanese airliners, just about the 
only ones using the frequently shel- 
led airport, as artillery boomed in 
the hills overlooking the runways. 

The car-bomb in Tripoli, Leba- 
non’s second largest city with a 
500,000 mainly Modem population, 
exploded in the main Saddun Square 


in the densely populated Abu Samra 
neighbourhood soon after midday. 

An anonymous caller claiming to 
: speak on behalf of the Revolution- 
ary Christians of the Cedars, a 
hitherto-uiiknown faction, tele- 
phoned a western news 'agency in 
Beirut to say it planted the car- 
bomb. 

The caller, speaking in heavily 
accented French, declared: “We 
want to assure the whole world that 
no Moslem fundamentalists will con- 
tinue to live on Lebanese soil.” 

Police said the bombers apparent- 
ly lured people into the ambush by 
first thnnrisg a small stick of dyna- 
mite from a speeding car into the 
square. 

Three minutes later, as people 
rushed to the scene, a car packed 
with an estimated 100 kilos of TNT 
exploded. 


Car-bomb found, 
dismantled in 
Netanya 

NET ANY A (Itim). - A car-bomb 
was found and dismantled yesterday 
morning in Netanya. averting what 
police said could have been a major 
disaster. The car, carrying licence 
plates from the administered terri- 
tories, was sported by a local resi- 
dent at 6 a.m. while parked in a 
no-parking zone on Rehov Hahalut- 
zim near the entrance to the central 
bus station. 

The man. Ya'acov Friedfertig, 
approached the car. and noticed a 
cylinder of gas on the back seat 
covered by a blanket and with wires 
protruding. He then notified a sol- 
dier in the Civil Defence who called 
the police. A large force arrived on 
the scene, and closed off the area. A 
police sapper then dismantled the 
bomb.

A spokesman of the Sangrur civil 


hospital said that Longowal under- 
went emergency surgery following 
the arrival of senior doctors rushed 
by the government. 

A team of 15 doctors battled for 
nearly four hours to try to save 
Longowal’s life. They later said he 
succumbed to a bullet lodged near: 
his heart after doctors removed 
another bullet from his arm. He was 
also hit by three bullets below the 
abdomen. 

Gandhi said the attack on Lon- 
gowal had sent shock waves through- 
out the. country and was aimed at 
frustrating the process of political 


reconciliation in Punjab. “We must 
ah join to fight these anti-national 
forces,” he said. 

An emergency cabinet meeting, 
called by Gandhi after the shooting, 
urged people not to be provoked % 
such modems. 

A Punjab government spokesman 
said the army had been asked to 
stand by to move into the Sikh- 
dominated state. Police and para- 
military troops sealed all roads from 
Sherpur and launched a massive 
manhunt for the attackers, he said.

Jerusalem, Cairo vow. 

‘Diplomat’s 
must not block peace’

A hitherto-unknown group, 
calling itself "The Egyptian Re- 
volution." has claimed responsi- 
bility for yesterday's murder in 
Cairo of Israel Embassy adminis- 
trative attache Albert Atrakchi. 
50. Both Egyptian and Israeli 
officials meanwhile said they 
hoped the 3ttack would not 
affect efforts to promote peace in 
the region. 

Wounded in the attack were 
Atrakchi 's wife. liana. 24 and a 
third employee. Mazal Menashe. 

Two gunmen in an automobile 
shot at least 1“ bullets at close range 
from Kalatchntkov assault rifles into 
Atrakchi's Volkswagen as the 
attache was. driving from his home in 
the Ma’adi suburb of Cairo to the 
embassy in Gira. The gunmen 
escaped. 

Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day. -] expect the Egyptian govern- 
ment will do all that is necessary to 
track down the killers and bring 
them to justice.” 

Atrakchi's body was due to arrive 
at Ben-Gurion Airport last night. 
The two injured women, who had 
been rushed to Cairo's Es-Salaam 
Hospital, were also due back in the 
country. A Foreign Ministry doctor 
was ordered to Cairo yesterday to 
supervise the women's return. They 
are reportedly not in serious condi- 
tion. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismet 
Abdel Maguid sent a cable yesterday 
to Vice Premier Shamir which said: 
“I received with deep regret a report 
of the murder of one of the em- 
ployees at your embassy in Cairo. I 
should like to express to you and to 
the family of the victim my sincere 
condolences. I should also like to 
assure y ou that the Egyptian author- 
ities are taking ail legal steps to 
discover the criminals and to bring 
them to trial.” 

In Tel Aviv. Egyptian Charge 
d’Affaires Muhammad Bassiouny 
expressed his assurance that the kill- 
ing "would not affect relations be- 
tween Israel and Egypt, or the peace

movement." He described the 
attack as “sabotage of the peace 
movement." and the attackers as 
probably foreigners. 

Deputy Premier David Levy said 
during a tour of northern Israel that 
it is impossible to avoid asking how 
the peace between Israel and Egypt 
could be reconciled with Egypt giv- 
ing haven to a terrorist organization 
such as the PLO. 

Levy said Israel would find a way 
to punish the terrorists, but that did 
not release Egypt from the obliga- 
tion of preventing attacks on Israeli 
diplomats. 

Speaking yesterday at a ceremony 
honouring members of the IDF en- 
gineering corps who have fallen in 
the line of duty. Defence Minister 
Rabin said that Atrakchi “was killed 
by those not yet ready to come to 
terms with Israel's existence.” 

In Cairo “The Egyptian Revolu- 
tion” sent typed bulletins to Reuters 
and the Associated Press, claiming 
that the attack was an operation 
against “Israeli intelligence person- 
nel." It called on President Mubarak 
to revoke the peace treaty with 
Israel, 

The attack was the second in Cairo 
against Israeli diplomats since the 
embassy opened in 1980. In June 
1984. also in the Ma'adi quarter, 
attache Zvi Kedar was shot from a 
passing car and wounded in the hand 


as he was about to enter his home. 
"The Egyptian Revolution” group 
also took responsibility for' that 
assault. 

Atrakchi's death, which was 
almost instantaneous, was estab- 
lished by a doctor who was passing 
by. The diplomat was reportedly 
wounded by me bullets in the head 
and chest. The attack took place at 
8:50 j.m. 

A total of eight bullets hit the car 
and its occupants. In a!!. 17 spent 
bullets were found in the car and 
nearby . 

Although the version of the attack 
given out 'in Jerusalem *aid that the 
fatal shots were tired from a passing 
car. another version circulating in 
Cairo said that in the course of a 
traffic jam. a gunman jumped out of 
a Fiat and ran forward to the diplo- 
mat’s Volkswagen, tiring through 
the windows. 

The Israeli embassy spokesman in 
Cairo said the gunmen apparently 
drove off at great speed aster the 
attack in the direction of the Jebel 
Mokattam. a deserted hill range 
overlooking the capital. He said one 
of the women was injured in she leg 
and the second in the arm and face. 

Some news agency reports said 
that bystanders may have noted the 
license plate number of the Fiat used 
by the terrorists. 

Atrakchi. a resident of Bat Yam, 
was born in Iraq in 1955. His father 
Ya’acov was executed by the Iraqi 
authorities as a “Zionist agent” in 
1968- Atrakchi settled in Israel in 
1971 with his mother, five brothers 
and five sisters. He went to boarding 
school in Kfar Vitkin, and was con- 
scripted in 1975 . serving for 10 years. 
Atrakchi was in a group of so’ldiers 
invited to Beit Hanassi in 1977 to be 
singled out for the “distinguished 
soldier" award. In 19S2, he married 
liana and their daughter Lital was 
born the next year. He was dis- 
charged from the IDF this year and 
was posted to the Cairo Embassy 
one month ago. 

Ambassador in Cairo Moshe Sas- 
son has been in Jerusalem for the 
past week for vacation and for con- 
sultations. The embassy is at present 
being run by the charge d'affaires

Girl soldier is raped, 
shot and left for dead

BEERSHEBA. - Police last night 
were waiting to question an 18-year* 
old soldier about tier ordeal on Fri- 
day at the hands of a man who raped 
her at gunpoint, shot her in the head 
and then left her for dead in the 
desert near here. 

For more than 20 hours she strug- 
gled to stay alive, crawling from tree 
to tree in an effort to reach the main 
road. She was finally discovered by 
Beduin shepherds who called a Bor- 
der Police officer. 

The woman was taken to the Soro- 
ka Medical Centre where she under- 
went surgery. Her condition was 
yesterday described as serious. 

Police said the soldier was hitch- 
hiking home on Friday and was pick- 


ed up by a man in a white late-model 
Subaru. She had previously phoned 
her family to tell them she was on her 
. way home. She said she was aware of 
the dangers of hitchhiking and would 
be careful. 

The driver, who told her he was 
travelling to Mitzpe Ramon, veered 
off the road south of Ramat Hovav. 
threatened her with a pistol and 
raped her twice before shooting her. 

Investigators said it was one of the 
most brutal cases they had ever en- 
countered. They called on persons 
who might have noticed a woman 
soldier being given a.lift from Beer- 
sheba’s southern hitchhiking post to 
contact the closest police station. 

Details of the case were not made 
public until yesterday.

WASHINGTON. - The State De- 
partment yesterday said it is still 
reviewing the status of Meir 
Kahane’s U.S. citizenship. 

The Kach MK is in the U.S. on a 
speaking and fundraising tour. Since 
arriving, be has been a frequent 
guest on local and national television 
news programmes. 

Kahane has maintained his U.S. 
citizenship out of fear that the U.S. 
would not grant him. routine entry 
visas in the future. Over the years, 
he has depended on such trips to the 
U.S. to raise funds. 

In noting that the New York-born 
rabbi's citizenship is “under view.” a 
State Department spokesman 
yesterday told reporters that 
“accepting public office in another 
country may signify intent to relin- 
quish U.S. citizenship. ” 

He said that “all relevant factors 
in each case must be considered.” 
The spokesman said that the 
entire issue is “fraught with extreme- 
ly weighty consequences for the indi- 
vidual, and, therefore the Depart- 
ment is obliged to take great care in 
evaluating all available evidence that 
might bear on the case.” 

He declined to provide details. 


“Mr. Kahane is protected by the 
Privacy Act, and I therefore "can't 
provide any further information on 
the possible loss of his citizenship,” 
he said. 

With the exception of Orthodox 
organizations, much of organized 
American Jewry joined in denounc- 
ing Kahane last week, calling his 
policies “racism,” “demagoguery,” 
and “a perversion of Jewish reli- 
gious, ethical and traditional values 
and practices.” 

The leaders of the Jewish orga- 
nizations also agreed not to send 
representatives to debate Kahane on 
radio and television shows or before 
public audiences.

Kahane said in New York he has 
resigned as leader of the Jewish 
Defence League partly to make it 
easier to return to the U.S. in the 
event he is forced to give up his U.S. 
citizenship. 

Kahane said chief among his 
reasons for his resignation, which 
was announced Friday, was that he 
expects legislation to pass in Israel 
prohibiting dual citizenship for 
Knesset members. 

“That law is aimed at me,” he said 
Monday.

police are investigating, said Kraus. 
Police sources confirmed that by the 
time the complaints reach court, 
there could be as many as 500 or 600 
separate charges against suspects. 

Most of the suspicions involve 
trespassing, fraud, and forgery, said 
Kraus. 

“No organization was behind the 
cases we are investigating," a senior 
investigative source told The Jeru- 
salem Post. “Indeed, the anarchy 
was overwhelming, with competi- 
tion so stiff that often one salesman 
would try to besmirch competitors, 
with complaints reaching the 
police.” 

Most of the Knesset committee's 
deliberations yesterday remained 
secret, with chairman' David Libai 
(Labour) saying that "security in- 
terests” and “the interests of saving 
lives,” necessitated the secrecy. He 
noted that Jordan has issued death 
warrants on West Bankers selling 
land to Jews. 

Justice Ministry official Pliah 
Albeck, who is responsible for 
verifying all property sales in the 
administered territories, explained 
to the committee that most of the 
complaints are being made by 
“Arabs against Arabs.’’ 

“Often, Jews were the ones who 
were defrauded," Albeck told The 
Post after the two-hour committee 
meeting. 

Albeck said that in several cases 
that reached her office, “the same 
names appeared.” But like the 
senior investigative source, she 
emphasized that “there was no orga- 
nization at work.” ■ 

One of the names that came up “in 
36 complaints,” said Albeck. was 
that of Ahmed Uda. named by three 
counterfeiting suspects as a key fi- 
gure in the acquisition of land from 
West Bankers and selling it to Jews. 

On his government clerk’s salary, 
Uda built a million-do liar fortress- 
like home near Kalkiliya and was 
considered one of the wealthiest 
men in the territories. Some reports 
have named him as a heavy contribu- 
tor to the Likud election campaign in 
1984. 

Bank of Israel official Freddy Vid- 
er, in charge of foreign currency at 
the central bank, explained that land 
dealers were authorized to purchase 
dollars according to criteria vetted 
by defence ministry and security 
forces officials. 

According to Libai, the Likud 
members of the committee, on 
which there is equal representation 
for the Likud and Labour, “sought 
to put an end to the deliberations 
today." 


“But I'm still not satisfied with all 
the answers I’ve heard,” he said, 
explaining his derision to schedule 
another session. 

Benny Shalita summed up the 
Likud representatives' attitude by 
decrying what he called “the leftists, 
with Yair Tzaban at their head, 
doing everything they can to disrupt 
the holy work of settlement.” 

Tzaban, whose initiation of the 
discussion yesterday was reflected in 
his intensive questioning of the 
police and ministry officials, was not 
satisfied at the end of yesterday's 
hearing. 

“I still want an answer to why it 
took the police nearly three years to 
investigate the KramUn affair,” said 
Tzaban. “I'm not satisfied by the 
answer that there was not enough 
manpower." 

He called on State Comptroller 
Yitzhak Tunik, who attended the 
meeting, “to look into the decision- 
making process in the police that 
delayed the inquiry, and to take a 
close look at the government admi- 
nistration of land purchasing." 

A report on West Bank land 
purchases prepared by Tunik two 
years ago and declared secret by the 
last Knesset's state comptroller's 
committee is probably “never going 
to be published,” Libai and Tzaban 
said. 

Tzaban told The Post he is not 
alleging “criminal ” activity by gov- 
ernment officials. "But there are 
questions of public morality, of what 
is proper.” 


Avi Temldn adds: 

On the issue of the purchase 
of land in the administered 
areas, the Bank of Israel acted on the 
Treasury's instructions to the bank’s 
foreign-exchange controller, senior 
bank officials said yesterday. 

The officials were reacting to re- 
ports that the bank had authorized 
purchases of foreign currency by 
land dealers. 

“We had nothing to do with the 
policy and we have nothing to do 
with its consequences," the officials 
said.

Lawyers for two suspects in the 
land-fraud case, Avraham Salim and 
Yehoshua Mizrahi, yesterday 
appealed against an additional 15- 
day detention for their clients. The 
two were arrested 35 days ago on 
suspicion of forging documents of 
West Bank residents and fraud in 
connection with the sale of land.

Wage erosion to reach peak 
in October, says Treasury

Treasury estimates show that 
gross salaries in October will be 30 
per cent lower than the average 
value of gross wages for 1984. minis- 
try officials said yesterday. . 

The officials added that October's 
wages will be. the lowest in many 
years, but. from November the value 
of salaries will increase again. “By 
the end of the fiscal year wages will 
be some 5 to 6 per cent below the real 
level of last year." they added. 

The ministry is planning to adjust 
tax brackets next month bv some 10 


per cent, in addition to the 14 per 
cent adjustment for August salaries 
already announced. 

The' ministry was to adjust the 
brackets in October, but it derided 
to advance this move to moderate 
the degree of wage erosion .

Health-insurance premiums 
to rise as stopgap measure

Health-insurance premiums will 
rise as soon as the cabinet and the 
Histadrut approve a derision taken 
yesterday at a top-level govemment- 
Histadrut meeting to deal with the 
financial crisis threatening the coun- 
try's health-care system. 

The decision was taken at a meet- 
ing yesterday evening of Prime 
Minister Peres. Finance Minister 
Moda’i. Health Minister Gur. His- 
tadrut SeCretary-General Kessar, 
and Histadrut Kupat Holim Klalit 
health-fund chairman Haim Doron. 

They decided to increase the 
member's share of the premium by a 
percentage that would increase Ha- 
lit's income by at least $20 million. 
The exact percentage has to be 


worked out by the Histadrut. The 
employer’s share is to.be increased 
by 0.5-per cent, which is expected to 
raise about an additional $25m. 

It was also decided that the gov- 
ernment will give fpalit an addition- 
al S56m. towards covering its $700m. 
budget. This will bring the extent of 
tiie government’s participation in 
the health fund's budget up from the 
present 3 percent to 8 percent, still 
lower than the 11 per cent it was last 
year. 

All the participants in yesterday's 
meeting, The Jerusalem Post 
learned, felt that the measures are 
only a stopgap solution, and the 
health-care system and the method 
of financing it both need a drastic 
overhaul. 


Israeli planes not involved 
in reported raid in Lebanon

Tel Avivians oppose demolition order 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Nine Tel Aviv 
neighbourhoods have united to 
oppose a demolition order against 
the Zion Sharabi family’s house, 
Hatikva quarter leader Eitan Shar- 
abi told a press conference yester- 
day. Appearing with Sharabi were 
neighbourhood committee chairmen 
from Kfar Shalem and Neve Sbarett. 

The Hatikva leader told reporters 
that the Zion Sharabi family owns a 
lot in the Ezra neighbourhood with a 
1 V*-storev house. The family wanted 
to add rooms to the house and asked 
‘the municipality for a building per- 
mit. Their application was rejected, 
but a city clerk advised them to build 
without a permit, be said. As a 
result, three rooms were added. 

In January, 1985 the Sharabis re- 
ceived a demolition order. The 
municipal court rejected their 
appeal to delay the order. The family 
then appealed to the Hatikva neigh- 
bourhood council to ask Mayor 
Shlomo Lab at to cancel the order. 
Lahat refused. « 

It was at that point that Eitan 


Sharabi contacted other neighbour- 
hood leaders, who decided to unite 
to stop the building's demolition. 
The resultant ad hoc committee met 
with Lahat last Thursday but the 
mayor refused to change his stand. 
Committee members also contacted 
Knesset members and other officials 
as part of their campaign. 

The neighbourhood leaders 
warned police that they wouldphysi- 
cally oppose the demolition, and 
that as they were losing control over 
neighbourhood residents, the situa- 
tion could lead to bloodshed. In 
1982, Shimon Yehoshua of Kfar 
Shalem was killed in a shootout with 
police in a disturbance surrounding a 
similar demolition. 

With tension mounting, Yigal 
Gripper, chairman of the neighbour- 
hood councils' steering committee, 
appealed again to Lahat. The mayor 
agreed to stay the demolition order if 
the Sharabi family appealed to the 
Tel Aviv District Court. The family 
registered the appeal and the de- 
molition order was postponed.

Commenting on the city's argu- 
ment that the buildings were on the 
verge of collapse, Horenstein said 
that city officials made the same 
claim about Rokah House, which 
was later renovated and is now a 
national monument. 

A city spokeswoman insisted that 
the three demolished buildings were 
dangerous. A number of other build' 
ings on toe same street, which are 
slightly less dangerous, will not be 
demolished immediately and the city 
will tiy to find a financier to renovate 
them, she said. 

Mayor Shlomo Lahat intends to 
meet local residents this afternoon to 
discuss toe issue.

Budget cuts mean shorter school day , more homework

TEL AVIV. - PupOs in Tel Aviv 
will do more homework this year be- 
cause they will spend less tone in 
school, Haim Bassok, bead of toe 
Tel Aviv municipality education de- 
partment, announced at a press con- 
ference here yesterday. 

He explained that enrichment 
hours provided in the schools from 
dty funds, and additional such hours 
which had been planned for the 
coming year, have had to be shelved 
because of the budget squeeze. ‘‘We 
looked for ways to improve pupils' 
achievements without costing us 
money, and research done here and 


abroad has shown that pupils who do 
more homework do better in 
school." 

Bassok said homework will be- 
come a central issue in the city's 
schools this year, with parents being 
asked to see that assignments are 
done. 

Parents will also be asked to help 
find solutions to the problems which 
will be caused by a drop of 35 per 
cent in cleaning staff in high schools 
- and a drop of 10 per cent in 
elementary and special education 
schools - and cuts in toe number of 
secretaries, librarians and other sup- 
port staff. 

Bassok complained that what little 


independence which local author- 
ities have had until now has been 
stifled by toe government with even' 
expenditure requiring approval of 
the Ministry of Interior or toe Minis- 
try of Education. 

Shimshon Sboshani. director of 
toe city’s education department . said 
that social problems may arise within 
a few years if toe quality and quanti- 
ty of educational services continues 
to be forced down because of budget 
cuts. 

“Social problems began not in the 
development towns but in Tel Aviv's 
poor neighbourhoods," he said. 
“We had a few years of social peace 
because we were seen to be doing 


something to improve poor chil- 
dren's chances through education 
and to foster integration." 

There is some good news, despite 
the bleak budget situation. In coop- 
eration with the Weizmsrui Institute 
of Science, the city will launch rwo 
educational projects this year 
funded by the Tel Aviv Develop- 
ment Foundation. 

One will try to improve the intel- 
lectual development of kindergarten 
children by teaching them toe “lan- 
guage" of visual shapes. Another 
will give disadvantaged children a 
push' in mathematics to prepare 
them for junior high, 


§ Mt. Cannel d^^earths ancient J ewish settlement 
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$ ByDAVTDKUDGE :

DALI AT AL-CARMEL - 
Archeologists have uncovered the 
remains of a once large and prosper- 
ous -Jewish settlement on Mount 
Carmel, four kilometres south of this 
Druse village. 

The settlement, known by its Ara- 
bic name “Sum aka," is thought to 
have bad up to 3,000 inhabitants at 
its height during the second to fourth 
century C.E. Sumaka, covering an 
area of 25 dunams, is one of 17 
Jewish settlements known to have 
been on Mount Carmel during this 
period. 

The ruins were unveiled to repor- 
ters on Monday during a tour of 
Sumaka marking toe completion of 
toe third season of excavations there 
by staff of the Bar-Dan University’s 
Land of Israel Studies department, 
in conjunction with the Society for 
T"* the Protection of Nature. 

Among the ruins so far unearthed 
are a large synagogue, four big wine 


presses and storage vats, two oiHve' 
presses, 15 workshops unique to the 
Carmel, and some bouses. 

One of the workshops was 300 
metres square, comprising a plaster 
floor and, on a lower level, two 
plastered storage areas with mosaic- 
covered surfaces. A large grooved 
pillar, weighing about three tons, 
was found lying horizontally on toe 
main floor of the workshop. 

Experts are still unsure of the 
purpose of the workshops. Several - 
theories, ranging from a solar- 
energy station to some kind of press, 
have been advanced but so far no 
evidence has been found to support 
them. 

Prof. Yehuda Feliks, head of toe 
Land of Israel Studies Department, 
believes they were used as leather 
tanneries and for the manufacture of 
expensive red and purple dyes. 

Vegetation which produces these 
dyes is readily available on the Car- 
mel, while natural chemicals and salt - 


for curing leather are found nearby, 
said Professor Feliks. 

He noted that sumac in English 
and Arabic is a shrub which grows on 
the Carmel and also refers to dried 
and ground leaves used in dyeing 
and tanning. This could well be the 
source of toe settlement’s name. 

Such an industry would help ex- 
plain toe apparent prosperity of the 
settlement. 

Dr. Shimon Dar. who is heading 
the dig, said that by toe standards of 
toe period toehou&es were unusually 
large and would be comparable to 
modern villas'. The houses them- 
selves had been built in terraced 
rows, not overlooking each other, 
with narrow passages between. 

The walls were constructed of 
stone up to 60-70 centimetres wide 
which provided excellent insulation 
from heat and cold. The homes had 
also been situated so that the occu- 
pants could enjoy cooling westerly 
sea breezes. 

In the absence of streams, springs

had to rely on rain water. This was 
collected in large, cleverly designed 
underground cisterns, with plastered 
walls and their own filter systems. 
The cisterns could also be covered to 
prevent animals or insects falling 
into toe water. 

Dar thinks that Sumaka was prob- 
ably found in toe Hasmonean period 
during toe 2nd - 1st centuries B . C .E. 

“It was certainly the policy of the 
rulers during the Hasmonean period 
to encourage new settlements and 
there is written evidence that a Jew- 
ish army from toe Cannel joined the 
Hasmonean King Marti ryahu Anti- 
agnos in his march. on Jerusalem." 
said Dar. 

During the Roman era. the Jewish 
historian Josephus Flavius reported 
a large Jewish population on the 
Carmel. Sumaka survived and 
flourished through the Phoenician 
period and reached its peak between 
the 2nd to 4th centuries C.E.. 
according to Dai. 

“In toe 5th century C.E. we find 
evidence of some destruction, in- 
cluding that of the synagogue, which 
was probably connected with toe 
revolt against Byzantine rule. At this 
point we also find the first of the 
relics indicating Christian habitation 
of the settlement. It is quite possible 
that Jews continued living here 
alongside the Christians, but we can- 
not be sure." he said. 

The building that had once been a 
synagogue was re-built towards the 
end of toe 5th or beginning of the 6th 
century C.E.. but it was probably 
not used as a house of worship. In 
toe 7th century the settlement, along 
with others in the area, was aban- 
doned. and although Crusaders and 
later Arabs built on toe site of toe 
former synagogue. Sumaka never 
regained its former status.

Pig farm, kibbutz said polluting Haifa water

HAIFA. - Local council leaders in 
Bayside suburb townships warned 
yesterday of the possibility of further 
epidemics as a result of drinking 
water being contaminated from two 
open sewage sites in the area. 

They called on Interior Minister 
Yitzhak Pererz to tackle the problem 
immediately. 

The call was made in a letter sent 
by Kiryat Motzkin Mayor Simh.i 
Miller on behalf of other local coun- 
cil heads, in toe Bayside region. 

He said the source of the tup 
sewage ponds were a pig farm at the 


Arab village of Iblin, East of Kiryat 
Bialik, and from Kibbutz Afek. to 
the nonh of toe Bayside townships. 

Kibbutz Secretary Moshe Kaiz 
told The Jerusalem Post last night 
that sewage from the kibbutz is 
piped directly into a stream that runs 
alongside the settlement. He stres- 
sed that most of the sewage flowing 
into the stream comes from IhlinN 
pig farm. 

The kibbutz has been seeking a 
solution to the problem lor many 
years, he said. 

He said the kibbutz wants to con- 
struct a sew age-treatment plant, but 
that such a project is far too expen- 
sive for the kibbutz to undertake on 


its own. 

The district health authority 
admits that toe Iblin and Afek sew- 
age could seep into drinking-water 
supplies to the townships. Miller 
said. 

This problem has been around for 
a long time but none ot the appropri- 
ate authorities - toe Ministries of 
Health or Agriculture, or the 
Mekorot water company - has taken 
any action, he said 

“In view of what has happened 
recently with the dysentery and 
typhoid outbreaks in our area, we 
are demanding urgent action to en- 
sure that nothing like this happens 
attain." he said. 


Two little fugitives found fishing in Tiberias

Two children who managed to 
give the Holon police the slip and 
run away during questioning on 
Monday.* were found in Ti&rias 
yesterday morning. The two were 
found fishing in the Kinneret from 
the promenade with tackle believed 
to have been stolen. A IS10.000 note 
found in the children's possession is 
also thought to be stolen. 

The 1^-year-old girl and nine- 
year-old boy from Bat Yam were 
accompanied by their parents to the 
Holon police station Monday, where 
they had been summoned in connec- 
tion with several recent thefts from 
'ocal kiosks and shops. 


While the police questioned the 
children, their parents were off sit- 
ting at the end of a corridor, and 
during a break in questioning the 
children slipped out without anyone 
noticing them. 

"Tien no trace of ihem w as found 
by evening, the police published 
their description, asking for the pub- 
lic's help in finding them. 

An Ashdod resident strolling on 
the Tiberias promenade at about S 
a.m. yesterday spotted two children 
fishing. He started talking to them 
and suddenly remembered the de- 
scription published by the police. He 
took the two to the police, who 
informed the police in Holon. The 
latter informed the chidren’s parents 


that they were safe. 

The children later told the police 
back in Holon that they had stolen 
money from a Bat-Yam supermar- 
ket, with which they took a bus to the 
central bus station and from there 
boarded a bus to Tiberias. 

There they stole two rubber ding- 
hies - but say they bought the fishing 
tackle. They received tood and drink 
from families on the Kinneret beach, 
and spent the night on the beach 
near the Plaza Hotel, they said. 

Due to his age. the boy will be 
turned over to a social worker, while 
the girl.who is over 12. will undergo 
further investigation concerning the 
many thefts which the two children 
claim to have committed. 


MK’s evacuation fails to ignite major protest

TEL AVIV. - The eviction of the 
Knesset Members from the casba 
apartment in Hebron on Monday 
night seems to have touched off no 
great political aftershock, as had 
been expected in both large parties. 
However, sources in Labour and the 
Likud yesterday said that this may 
only be the calm before the storm . 

Observers were surprised by the 
peaceful manner in which the new s 
was received in the Likud, where it 
had been expected that the eviction 
would spark a storm of protest. 

Likud sources told The Jerusalem 
Post that the MKs' acquiescence in 
the evacuation contributed to the 
absence of political fireworks. 


Privately, a number of very high- 
ranking Likud sources told The Post 
that they are glad the MKs had been 
“reasonable." Political protests, 
given the tense situation in the coali- 
tion these days “would have been 
tantamount to dropping a lighted 
match in a powder keg." one lejding 
Herut minister told The Post. 

The calm manner of the evacua- 
tion goes well with Vice Premier 
Shamir's policy of keeping a low 
profile on almost ev ery issue, so as 
not to supply Labour with a pretext 
for backing off from the rotation 
agreement with the Likud. 

"The Likud was also happy about 
toe face-saving protest the evicted 
MKs resorted to - that of appealing 
io toe High Court of Justice. 


A Labour minister dose to Prime 
Minister Peres drew a similar conclu- 
sion from the Likud's quiet reacton. 
He told The Post that it demons- 
trated that “the Likud is ready to 
swallow practically anything at all 
not to be deprived of'the rotation 
agreement implementation." So 
Labour should feel quite safe tn its 
intention to move on with various 
diplomatic initiatives that are not to 
the Likud's liking. Likud displeasure 
is unlikely to be translated into much 
more than rhetoric, and not too 
fierce rhetoric at that, due to their 
fear of endangering the rotation 
agreement. If toe Hebron incident 
offers any lesson to Labour, it is that 
the Likud's bark is worse than its 
bite. 


Education spurs fall 
in visits to doctors

pet cent drop in visits to doctors and 
dimes by the average Kupat Holim 
member in the past year. 

This fall in medical consultations 
.has been going on for the past five 
years, the health fund daims. with 
members averaging 5.5 visits per 
year in 1984 compared to 7.2 in 1981. 
Spokesmen attribute the improve- 
ment to educational activities stres- 
sing preventive medidne. 


Missing Holon man’s body found

Moshe Liffer. that he had found the 
missing man's van at the bottom of a 
cliff near Neve Zohar on the Dead 
Sea. Liffer called police, who sear- 
ched toe area until nightfall but 
could not locate toe body. 

Yesterday, police and Nature Re- 
serves Authority rangers found the 
man's body.

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Security forces, dogs comb Soweto 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - A 
black man was killed in anti- 
apartheid rioting yesterday and 
security forces with rifles and attack 
dogs swept through Johannesburg's 
black township of Soweto in a house- 
to-house search, witnesses said. 

The death occurred some 110 
kilometres east of Johannesburg, 
where a black man was killed as a 
black policeman had to shoot his way 
past an angry crowd threatening to 
attack him as a “sellout,” according 
to police sources. 

Also, police said they wounded 
one man with a rubber bullet when 
they fired on a “coloured” (mixed 


race) crowd demonstrating on 
Johannesburg’s western fringe 
.against housing conditions- It was 
not known if the man’s wounds were 
serious. 

Since anti-apartheid rioting began 
a year ago, more than 600 people 
have been killed around the country 
in clashes with authorities and in 
township fighting. 

The Soweto neighbourhood sea- 
led off by police and troops yester- 
day has been so persistently shat- 
tered by daily violence that its resi- 
dents have nicknamed the area 
“Beirut.” Residents there said the 
police and dozens of armoured per- 


sonnel carriers formed a ring around 
the area known as Diepkloof Zone 
One, then soldiers and policemen 
began rushing from one shcck-like 
dwelling to the next, banging on 
doors, witnesses said. 

Blades were marched from their 
homes and stamped on their hands 
with a small arrow of red ink, needed 
to get past checkpoints in the area, 
residents reported. 

“There was no trouble, but they 
were forceful and demanded to 
know if our children were staying 
away from school,” said one resident 
who asked not to be identified. “The 
children said if they went to school, 
other kids chased them away.”

Spy suspect 
evaded discovery 
for20years 

BONN (Reuter). - A West German 
secretary who has vanished under 
suspicion of espionage was infil- 
trated into West Germany from 
Canada with a false identity, die 
Federal Prosecutor's office said 
yesterday. 

A spokesman said investigators 
had finn evidence that Ursula Rich- 
ter, 52. moved from Montreal to 
Bonn in the mid-1960s with the pap- 
ers of another woman, a classic East 
German method of smuggling spies 
into West Germany. 

Security sources said West Ger- 
man intelligence had had her under 
surveillance as a suspected agent for 
sometime. 

Richter, who worked for a politic- 
al organization with close links to the 
ruling Christian Democrats, dis- 
appeared on Friday. The Federal 
Prosecutor's Office announced on 
Monday that evidence found at her 
flat gave grounds to suspect espion- 
age. 

She was the second Bonn secret- 
ary to vanish this month following 
the disappearance of Sonia Luene- 
burg. who had worked as Economics 
Minister Martin Bangemanri s secret- 
ary for 12 years. 

The Prosecutor's Office said in- 
vestigators had found evidence to 
harden suspicions Richter was" pro- 
vided with a false identity before 
settling in West Germany 20 years 
age. 

Baby rats bom after 
gestation in space 

MOSCOW (AP). - The Soviet Un- 
ion claimed a first for its space prog- 
ramme Monday when it announced 
that healthy baby rats have been 
bom on earth after a period of 
gestation in space. 

The official news agency Tass 
announced the birth in a review of 
the results of a “Noahs Ark” space 
flight launched last month with two 
monkeys. 10 rats. 10 tritons. 1.500 
flies and fish aboard. 

The anim al crew of Cosmos 1667. 
launched July 10. returned safely to 
earth after a week in space. 

Tass said that rats aboard later 
bore “healthy, strong offspring, 
although a large pan of die gestation 
time was spent in the unusual state of 
weightlessness." 


Tibetis larger, 1 ’ say 
protesting exiles 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - About 
1.000 exiled Tibetans demonstrated 
in Delhi yesterday to protest against 
celebrations on September 1 mark- 
ing the 20th anniversary of China's 
declaration of Tibet as an auton- 
omous region. 

A spokesman for the protesters, 
who marched with placards to the 
Chinese embassy, said Peking had 
declared only part of the Himalayan 
territory as the “so-called Tibetan 
Autonomous Region.” 

“This is not acceptable to us,” he 
said. “Tibet is much larger." 

About 100,000 Tibetan refugees 
fled to India in 1959 after an abortive 
uprising against Chinese rule in 
Tibet. 


First Soviet Arctic 
restarts drilling 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - The Soviet 
Union's first floating oil rig in the 
Arctic has begun drilling operations 
after more than a month of delays 
caused by thick iee. Tass news agen- 
cy said yesterday. 

Sbelf-4, a Soviet-made semi- 
submeisible rig, is drilling in 120 
metres of water off Kolguyev Island 
in the Barents Sea north of Euro- 
pean Russia. 

Tass said Soviet oil experts were 
hopeful of their chances of striking 
deposits. 

The Soviet Union is the world's 
largest oil producer but output over 
the past year has stagnated and even 
shown signs of declining as the indus- 
try struggles to cope with the severe 
problems of extraction in the clima- 
tic extremes of Siberia. 


Expert: 300 diseases 
respond to acupuncture 

PEKING (AP). - Some 300 dis- 
eases, including bacterial dystern 
toy, can be effectively treated with 
acupuncture, a' leading Chinese acu- 
puncturist said in an interview pub- 
lished Monday. 

. Doctors have achieved an 80 per 
cent cure rate of bacterial dysentery 
using acupuncture on 1,300 patients 
since 1965, Zhang Jin, director of the 
Heilongjiang Institute of Traditional 
Chinese Medicine, told the official 
Xinhua news agency. 

More than 100 kinds of major and 
minor surgery can be performed us- 
ing acupuncture as an anesthetic, he 
said. Some 8.000 patients nation- 
wide have undergone brain surgery 
using acupuncture anesthesia,. 
Zhang said. 


British engineer held 
in Libya for spying 

LONDON (AP). - An engineer for 
a British radar company is being held 
in jail in the Libyan capital Tripoli 
accused of spying, the Foreign 
Office said yesterday. 

Plessey Radar said in a statement 
that James Abra, 56, “was in Libya, 
specifically to cany out routine 
maintenance of Plessey equipment 
which has been installed in the terri- 
tory for a number of years." 

The London Daily Mail said 
Abra, who has worked for Plessey as 
a field engineer since 1971, was 
arrested in Libya on June 20. 


Gandhi supporter killed by 
Sikh assassins in Punjab 


NEW DELHI (Reuter)! - Sikh gun- 
men shot dead a leader of Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi's Congress 
(1) Party yesterday and wounded 
two other people in India's Punjab 
state, threatening a peace accord 
ahead of state elections 'next month. 

A senior police official said from 
Punjab's capital Chakdigarh that 
four gunmen fired at Congress lead- 
er D.D. KhulJarm ahouse in Juilun- 
der City. yesterday morning, killing 
him on the spot. They- escaped by 
car. 

The official said an other Congress 
leader. Gurdial Saini. and a visitor at 
S aim’s house were seriously wound- 
ed. KhuHar headed the congress unit 
in Juflunder district. 

He said Khnllar and Saini were on 


a Sikh extremist hit list. “One of two 
bodyguards assigned to them bad 
been sent out on an errand and the 
other was caught by surprise. The 
gunmen obviously had both leaders 
under watch," he said. 

The official said Khullar’s son 
Ravinder vyas kiDed in a similar 
attack in June last year and his 
brother B.K. Khullar was wounded 
by exremist gunmen four months 
ago. 

The shooting was the first major 
Sikh extremist attack since Gandhi 
called elections in Punjab last Satur- 
day. 

The official said police and para- 
military troops launched a ma nh un t 
for Khullar’s killers immediately af- 
ter the attack. 


Security clampdown awaits 
Pakistani opposition leader 


KARACHI (Reuter). - Pakis tani 
opposition leader Benazir Bhutto is 
to return from exile today amid tight 
security ordered by the military gov- 
ernment and mourning by followers 
for the dead brother she is coming to 
bury. 

Bhutto. 31. daughter and political 
heir of executed former prime minis- 
ter Zulfikar Aii Bhutto, will bring 
with her the body of her younger 
brother Shahnawaz who died in 
France last month. 

Pakistani authorities have ordered 
strict security arrangements for her 
return from 19 months exile in 
Europe. 

Political sources said they wanted 
to prevent a massive pro-Bhutto de- 
monstration by supporters which 
could threaten the military rulers’ 
plans for a controlled smooth transi- 


tion to a civilian rule. 

Visitors have been banned from 
the area of Karachi airport where the 
plane carrying Bhutto, and Shahna- 
waz's body, will land today. 

Paramilitary troops have been 
sent to Bhutto's home-town of Lar- 
kana where Shahnawaz will be 
buried beside the grave of his father. 

The authorities have also pre- 
vented several opposition politi- 
cians. mostly from Bhutto's banned 
Pakistan P’eople's Party (PPP). 
travelling to the funeral. 

Bhutto was arrested in March 
1981 after the hijacking of a Pakista- 
ni airliner to Kabul and Damascus 
was blamed on the Al-Zulfikar guer- 
rilla group led by Shahnawaz and 
elder" brother Murtaza. She -was 
freed in January last year and left for 
exile in Europe. 


Soviet forces said poised 
for new Afghani offensive 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). •- Soviet 
troops are moving in strength to 
southeast Afghanistan for what 
appears to be the start .of a major 
offensive against Moslem guerrillas, 
western diplomats and guerrilla 
sources said yesterday.' 

The diplomats said reports they 
h3d received indicated the offensive 
would be around the rebel-besieged 
garrison town of Khost. near the 
Pakistan border. 

Guerrilla commander Jalaluddm 
Haqqani told reporters the Soviet 
troops wanted to open the rebel- 
controlled road from Gardez. capital 
of Paktia province, to Khost as part 
of their drive to block rebel, supply 
routes. 

Guerrilla sources said Soviet, 
forces had bombed suspected guer- 
rilla hideouts in the area, but this 
could not be independently con- 
firmed. 


This, will be the third major Soviet 
offensive this summer after pushes 
through the Kunar Valley and the 
Panjsher Valley, north of the capital 
Kabul- 

The diplomats said six to eight 
MI-6 heavy transport helicopters 
bad flown from Kabul south towards 
Paktia every day for the past week. 

Ten helicopters and four MIG-21 
jets flew from Kabul to Khost last 
Sunday as part of the military build- 
up, they said. 

Soviet military equipment went 
from several stores in Kabul and 
there were fewer helicopters at 
Kabul airport.

Fog stops search for bodies 
in Japan Air Lines crash 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Fog swirling 
around the wooded slopes of Mount 
Osutaka last night forced troops to 
halt efforts to recover bodies still 
missing from the Japan Air Lines 
crash which killed 520 people. 

Police said only one body was 
found yesterday, the eighth day after 
the JAL Boeing 747 slammed into 
the remote mountain. Thirty-one- 
bodies re main missing , officials said. 

“We haven’t given up hope of 
finding more remains,” said one 
police official. “But the bodies not 
yet found were tom apart and widely 
scattered.” Of the bodies so far 
recovered, 90 have not been identi- 
fied. - 

As investigators searched for clues 
to the cause of the crash, one of only 
four survivors told how her eight- 
year-old daughter saved her life by 


keeping her awake during the 15- 
hour wait for rescue. - 

“Each time I was on the verge of 
losing consciousness because of my 
injuries, MOriko said ‘Mother, don’t 
go to sleep. If you do you will die',” 
Kyodo news agency quoted Hiroko 
Yoshizaki, 35, as saying. 

Yoshizaki, who boarded the 
Tokyo-Osaka flight with her hus- 
band and tbr$e children, said she 
recovered consciousness after the 
crash to find her husband dead in the 
wreckage. 

“My six-year-old daughter Yukari 
was already cold,” she said. “I 
couldn’t see my son (Mfcsuyoshi, 
aged nine.)" 

“Mflriko kept talking to me, that’s' 
why I survived,” she said. Both 
mother and daughter are recovering 
in the intensive-care unit of a hospit- 
al. 


Greenpeace flotilla to defy 
France at Pacific N-test site 


SYDNEY (AP). - An anti-nuclear 
flotilla is to meet off Munzroa Atoll 
nuclear test site in French Polynesia 
next month, despite President Fran- 
cois Mitterand's warnings to keep 
away, a Greenpeace official said 
yesterday. 

Steve Sawyer, international direc- 
tor of the environmental group, said 
the protest yacht Vega, with seven 
people aboard, would sail from Au- 
ckland, New Zealand for Mururoa 
today to join other vessels, including 
the new flagship of the 1 fleet, named 
Greenpeace. 

“We will stay on the edge of the 
12-mile territorial limi t because Mit- 
terrand has said they will repel us 
with force if we cross the limit,” 


Sawyer said. 

“They’ve used force before, but 
it’s a bit surprising they have, the gall, 
if you’ll excuse the pun, to threaten 
us again after what has happened,” 
he said. 

The Greenpeace, a former tug- 
boat, replaces the Rainbow Warrior, 
which was sank by explosives in 
Auckland Harbour on July 10. 
Crewman Fernando Pereira, 36, 
died in the blast. 

A French-speaking couple travell- 
ing on false Swiss passports are in 
Auckland jail awaiting trial on 
charges of murder, arson and con- 
spiracy. French newspapers have 
alleged they are members of a 
French security agency. . 


Polisario claims border battle won 


ALGIERS (Reuter). - Polisario 
guerrillas fighting Morocco for inde- 
pendence of the western Sahara said 
yesterday they had killed 270 Moroc- 
can troops near the border between 
Algeria and the disputed territory. 

In a communique carried by the 
official Algerian news agency APS, 
the guerrillas reported fierce fig htin g 
Monday around Sebti and Chadmia 
in the Mahbes area. 

The battle appears to be the big- 
gest reported since January when the 
Polisario said its forces had attacked 
Moroccan troops building a new de- 
fence line along the Algerian border 
in an attempt to lock the guerrillas 
out of the territory. 

Yesterday’s communique, which 


did not mention guerrilla losses, said 
five bases behind Moroccan lines 
were attacked, 14 tanks, 20. troop 
carriers and 32 other vehicles des- 
troyed and several Moroccan prison- 
ers taken. 

The Algerian-backed Polisario 
has been fighting for the former 
Spanish colony’sindependence since 
1976. Resolutions adopted by the 
Organization of African Unity and 
the UN call on Morocco to negotiate 
a settlement.. 

SECURITY. - South Korea has 
formed a special police force to pro- 
tect, foreign delegates to the annual 
meeting of the International Monet- 
ary Fund to be held in Seoul in 
October.

Under the leadership of David 
Steel, the liberal Party has become 
a major supporter of “moderate,”

-pro-Arab policies, which indude the 
call for an independent Palestinian, 
state on the West Bank and Gaza, 
and fall acceptance of the PLO.

joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
approach in the territories, which he 
believes must be demilitarized even 
if it is to be surrendered in whole or 
part, Steel and foe liberals advocate 
an independent Palestinian state on 
foe West Bank and Gaza.

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The German problem 


FROM PRUSSIA'S rise in foe 18th 
century to foe contemporary legacy 
of Adolf Hitler, the world has grap- 
pled with tiie “German problem." 

German history embodies both 
the zenith and foe nadir of man- 
kind’s works. 

Western culture reached a peak in 
foe creations of Bach and Beeth- 
oven, Luther, Goethe and Einstein. 
Then it crashed to foe depths when 
the Germans threw in with Hiller in 
1933. 

Today, 40 years after the defeat of 
foe Nazi regime, Germany re mains 
one of tiie world's most vexing prob- 
lems. It is artificially divided into 
rival power blocs and is the only 
place in foe world where the two 
superpowers face each other with 
powerful military force - foe poten- 
tial flashpoint for global nuclear war.

Having overcome the wartime dis- 
aster in material terms, Germany is 


now a showcase of radically different 
social systems — democratic capital- 
ist in West Germany and authorita- 
rian communism in East Germany. 

The communists have walled off 
their territory to prevent free move- 
ment between east and west, and 
President Erich Hoenecker of East 
Germany has insisted in speeches 
that the countries will remain apart.

FULLY one-quarter of West Ger- 
many’s 60 million people have rela- 
tives among the 17 million East Ger- 
mans. 

While diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two German ys have 
warmed considerably in foe past two 
years, the United States and the 
Soviet Union have been unable - or 
unwilling - to guide foe states to- 
wards reconciliation. 

Kohl’s government, adhering to 
tiie West German constitutional goal 
of reunification, promotes travel to 
East Germany and backs loans, sub- 
sidies and favourable trade arrange- 
ments with East Berlin in the name 
of earing the lives of East German 
citizens. 

Judged by opinion surveys^ public 
sentiment in West Germany favours 
"• reunification, particularly if it means 
withdrawal of nuclear arms from a 
region bristling with U.S. and Soviet 
arsenals. 

Critics have cautioned, however, 
that a non-aligned Germany might 
come under heavy pressure from the 
rival blocs, and that a power vacuum 
in Central Europe could trigger a 
third world war.

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THE UNSETTLED dispute arising 
out of the attempt to increase foe 
tuition fees payable by foe students' 
of Israeli universities and other in- 
stitutions of higher learning has led 
to foe Knesset’s enactment of the 
Study Fee in Institutions of Higher 
Learning (Temporary Provision) 
Law, 5745-1985 which came into 
force on June 18. 

The tuition fee payable in institu- 
tions of higher learning was fixed, 
for the period of five years beginning 
in the 5743 academic year (October 
1,1982 - September 30, 1983), by a 
public committee headed by MX 
Moshe Katsav (now minister of 
labour). 

The committee fixed the basic 
tuition fee in an amount of shekels 
equal, in foe acad e mic year 5743, to 
$700, according to the then repre- 
sentative rate of exchange, which 
was to be increased monthly accord- 
ing to the consumer price index. As a 
result, the real value of the basic 
tuition fee continued to decline ow- 
ing to the continuing fall in the value 
of the shekel. 

Within the framework of the eco- 
nomic measures of the government, 
and as a result of the need to reduce 
the budget, the government decided 
that it was necessary to offset the 
decline in foe real value of the basic 
tuition fee by the imposition of the 
study fee and the following provi- 
sions of foe Study Fee in Institutions 
of Higher Learning (Temporary 
Provision) Law, 5745-1985 give leg- 
islative effect to that decision. 

The institutions of higher learning 
to which the law applies are the 
follow ing universities set out in foe 
first schedule of foe law: Hebrew 
University, the Technion — Israel 
Institute of Technology, Tel Aviv 
University, Bar Han University, foe 
Haifa University, Ben Gurion Uni- 
versity of foe Negev, foe Weizmann' 
Institute of Science and foe Open 
University; and foe following other 


institutions of higher learning set out 
in foe first schedule of the law: 
Bezalel- Jerusalem Academy of Art 
and Design, foe Rubin Academy of 
Music in Jerusalem, the Jerusalem 
Technology High School, and the 
Shenkar High School of Textile Sci- 
ences and Fashion. 

The students to whom foe law will 
apply are students who are studying 
at a scheduled institution within foe 
framework of a programme of stu- 
dies for an academic degree or a 
certificate in one .of the following 
subjects set out in the second sche- 
dule of foe law: teaching, guidance, 
librarianship, translation, scientific- 
studies of computers, urban studies, 
Hebrew language, training of senior 
staff for community centres, training 
and development of schemes for 
infants, “artists/’ acting, continuing 
studies in business administration. 

A STUDENT must pay to the State 
Treasury, through foe institution in 
which he is studying, a study, fee 
during each of the academic years 
5745, 5746 and 5747. 

In the academic year 5745 the 
amount of the study fee will be 
1555,000 payable in one sum no later 
ttian July. 14, 1985, increased accord- 
ing to the rise in the consumer price 
index published before foe date of 
actual payment as compared with 
foe index published on August 15, 
1984.

A student who is exempt from 
payment of a tuition fee must pay a 
study fee in an amount which he 
would have bad to pay if he were not 
exempt. 

IFOR THE academic year 5745 the 
scheduled institution must collect 
the study fee in one sum.

For foe academic years 5746 and 
5747. the scheduled institution must 
collect the study fee together with 
the ruition fee’ in advance or by 
installments, according to the mode 
of payment of the tuition fee: foe 
study fee must be paid as it is in- 
creased according to the amount of 
the rise in the index last published 
before the day of acrual payment as 
compared with foe index published 
in foe month of August preceding 
the commencement of the academic 
year, and if the study fee is paid by 
installments the above provision will 
apply to each installment.

July 24, 1985, and if a student has not 
paid an amount due from him on 
account of the study fee for the 
academic years 5746 and 5747 within 
14 days from the time when be had to 
pay bos tuition fee, he will also have 
to pay linked interest in an amount 
of 0.5 per cent of the said sum for 
each month of delay in payment 
from the time fixed for payment as 
aforesaid. 

The minister of finance and foe 
minister of education and culture 
may together appoint committees 
which wflJ be competent to exempt 
from payment of interest for delay in 
payment of the study fee, or to 
reduce the rate of foe interest, if 
there is justifiable reason for the 


delay in payment. 

If there is an overpayment of foe 
study fee, the State Treasury, 
through foe scheduled institution, 
must pay the amount of foe overpay- 
ment to the student together with 
linkage differentials on foe amount 
of foe overpayment according to foe 
amount of foe rise in the index last 
published before foe day of the re- 
fund as compared with the index last 
published before foe day upon which 
the overpayment was made. 

A student who has not paid the 
study fee will not be entitled to 
receive from the scheduled institu- 
tion a scheduled certificate, or any 
other confirmation of studies. 

A SCHEDULED’ institution must 
transfer to the State Treasmy foe 
amounts of the study fee which it has 
collected at such times, and in such 
manner, as the minister of finance, 
in consultation with the minister of 
education and culture, has fixed by. 
regulations and, not later than De- 
cember 31 after the termination of 


the academic year, it must submit to 
the minister of finance a report re- 
garding foe amounts of foe study fee 
which it has collected in foe said 
academic year; foe minister of' fi- 
nance must, by regulations, make 
provisions regarding foe particulars 
of foe report and the manner of its 
submission. 

The minister of finance is charged 
with the implementation of foe law. 
and he may make regulations for 
anything touching its implementa- 
tion and he and foe minister of 
education and culture, with foe 
approval of foe Council for Higher 
Learning and the education and col; 
tuns committee of the Knesset^ may 
together add to the scheduled in- 
stitutions and the scheduled certifi- 
cates. 

The law will appty as regards the 
academic years 5745, 5746, and 
5747, and to every person who was a 
student in a scheduled institution 
immediately prior to foe publication 
of foe law on June 18, 1985 and 
thereafter.

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The decline of Opec - December 1984 to July 1985

After Opec’s emergency confer- 
ence in Geneva in January of this 
year the inarch of price cuts con- 
tinued. On February 3. Egypt cut its 
oil prices by 50 cents a barrel, and its 
top grade Suez blend was set at 
$27.50. On February 10. Venezuela 
announced an average cut of $1 .75 a 
barrel of its light crudes, and Mexico 
reduced its light Isthmus blend by 
$1.25 to S27.25 a barrel. Mexico also 
decided to increase its production 
level from 1.4 million to 1.5 million 
barrels a day. 

On the same day, Iran cut its 
prices by SI. 05 a barrel. At the end 
of May, Norwegian oil was selling at 
$26.50 a barrcL and early in June 
British Brent blend slumped to 
$25.50 a barrel. 

How did Opec members “cheat”? 
In an interview with the London 
Al-Shttrq al-Awsat of Sept. 8. 1981, 
when Opec officially regulated only 
prices, Saudi Arabian oil minister 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani outlined the 
methods by which Opec members 
tried to move their oil. 

They began by giving large dis- 
counts to their customers “either 
openly or under the counter. " 

He explained that it was done 
through processing deals whereby 
oil was being sold in product form 
below official crude prices (Opec 
regulated only crude prices), or via 
barter deals where the goods bar- 
tered for oil had inflated price tags, 
or by extending the credit period for 
oil payments, or by reductions in the 
level of taxes and royalties of the 
concession holding companies. 

By 1984 the magnitude of these 
methods of cheating both on price 
and production levels had grown in 
proportion to the pressures of the 
members' financial distress. Saudi 
Arabia itself was a major practition- 
er. 

By the end of 1983 it had orga- 
nized Norbec, which secretly ac- 
quired a number of large oil tankers 
for storing h jge quantities of crude 
oil which were anchored in Saudi 
Arabian territorial waters outside 
the Persian Gulf. In February 1984, 
the Petroleum Economist cited an 
estimate that Norbec had some 40-45 
million barrels of Saudi crude. 

At first it was believed that the 
storage outside the Gulf was a pre- 
cautionary measure against a possi- 
ble closure of the Strait of Hormuz in 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

But later some of the Norbec 
tankers were found in Caribbean 
and Far East ports. It was never 
made clear whether the oil stored in 
the Norbec tankers was within or 
without the production Opec limits 
for Saudi Arabia. 

More widespread than thoNorbec 
procedure was the barter exercise i in 
which -Saudi Arabia, - Nigeria and 
other members were involved. 


These deals were on a very large 
scale and they did not involve direct 
barter between the oil producer and 
the supplier of imported products as 
was the practice during the first 
crisis. 

A new technique had been de- 
veloped: countertrade. Hie oil pro- 
ducer transfers crude- oil to a trading 
company, which sells the oil on the 
spot market, and puts the proceeds 
into an escrow account. 

This account is used to pay cash 
for the goods being provided in re- 
turn for oil. On paper the oil may be 
transferred at official prices, the 
price of the goods, however, may be 
artificially inflated to offset any loss 
on the resale of oil. 

On August 13, 1984, Business 
Week reported that Saudi Arabia 
had been confounding the oil trade. 
“Hie Saudis in recent weeks radical- 
ly increased output and suddenly 
unloaded nearly $1 billion worth of 
oil on the spot market in baiter for 10 
Boeing 747s. The oil was sold on the 
spot market $2 below price." 

At the end of February 1985 Saudi 
Arabia reportedly signed a $1.2b. 
contract with Boeing to provide 
Saudi Arabia with ground compo- 
nents for an early warning system. In 
mid-March it was reported that 
Saudi Arabia was about to conclude 
a large barter deal of oil worth S2b. 
for an undisclosed number of French 
Mirage jet fighter planes. 

A Venezuelan senator declared 
that the deal would make the world 
oil market even weaker and push 
prices further down. The deal was to 
involve 73 million barrels. 

On March 18, Newsweek reported 
that Nigeria had concluded a con- 
tract with Brazil to supply 40,000 
barrels daily for 12 months in ex- 
change for $500 milli on worth of 
sugar, chemicals, paper, and 
machinery. The International 
Herald-Tribune of May 16 reported 
that Nigeria had reached agreement 
on an oil barter deal with France 
worth S500m. for assembly kits of 
Peugeot cars, refined sugar, and 
other products. 

A similar agreement was reached 
between Nigeria and Austria for 
$200m. of oil in exchange for 
machinery, steel and other products. 
On June 16. Nigeria signed an agree- 
ment with Italy for 40.000 barrels a 
day for 12 months, worth $400m. in 
exchange for chemicals and Fiat car 
kits. 

Iran, Algeria and Libya were also 
involved in barter deals. On May 1, 
Kuwait oil minister Ali al-Khalifah 
al-Sabah voiced grave concern over 
Opec countries using barter deals to 
sell their oil. He said these deals 
posed the greatest threat to Opec. 

Meanwhile; the . demand for oil 
continued todrop'. Clnide oil imports 
in the U.S. dropped to the -fewest 
level in many years. The largest 


share of the drop was experienced by 
Opec. In 1977 Opec’s share of the 
U.S. erode imports was 83.4%. in 

1984 it declined to 42% and during 
the first quarter of 1985 33%. 

In 1977 Saudi Arabia shipped to 
the U.S. a daily average of 1.4 mil- 
lion barrels; in the first quarter of 

1985 this was down to 97.743 bands. 

Prices were falling and even grea- 
ter quantities of oil were traded 
through the spot market. Cheating 
by Opec members, both on price and 
production levels, was rampant. All 
the measures adopted by the confer- 
ences to check and stop cheating 
proved ineffective. 

Saudi Arabia saw its oil produc- 
tion continuously declining and its 
revenue shrinking while other Opec 
members were cheating both on 
price and production levels at its 
expense. 

It therefore changed its position as. 
“swing producer” and demanded 
that its production level be increased 
and that of other members reduced. 
The demand was accompanied with 


a threat to increase production and 
decrease prices unilaterally, as it had 
threatened the non-Opec producers. 
Saudi Arabia stated its case at the 
informal meeting of the ministerial 
executive council on the supervision 
of production and prices, under the 
chairmanship of Yamani. in Taif. the 
Saudi summer capital, on June 2-5. 

Y amani read out a letter from 
King Fahd. The king declared that 
there was no reason why Opec re- 
solutions " should be respected by 
some members and violated by the 
majority: either discipline would be 
maintained, or Saudi Arabia would 
feel free to follow the practices 
adopted by other members. 

If the others increased production 
above their quotas Saudi Arabia 
would do the same, and if they 
granted price discounts in one form 
or another. Saudi Arabia would 
openly sell its oil in line with prevail- 
ing market prices. 

This is the third in a series on Opec. The 
first two parts tapeared on August 19 and 
20 . 


South Africa’s major banks 
reduce key interest rates 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
South African banks yesterday 
slashed key interest rates following a 
government lead, and economists 
said Pretoria was apparently hoping 
that an economic recovery would 
reduce black anger and nationwide 
rioting. 

The nation's five major banks cut 
their prime rate (charged on loans to 
their best customers) to 19.5% from 
21 %. 

The reduction followed Monday's 
unexpected cut of 1.75 points in the 
rate the central bank charges on 
loans to the banking system. 

South Africa's fragile economy, in 
the deepest recession since World 
War Two, was dealt a blow last week 
when President P. W. Botha failed to 
deliver much-heralded apartheid re- 
forms in an address to his ruling 
National Party. 

The South African rand plunged 
to a record low of 38.5 U.S cents on 
foreign exchange markets on dis- 
appointment that no initiatives had 
emerged that might defuse black 
anger. It subsequently recovered 
slightly to around 41 cents. 

“The speech has pushed the up- 
turn some months away to the begin- 
ning of next year at the earliest.” 
Ockie Stuart, Deputy Director of 
Stellenbosch University's Economic 
Research Bureau, said yesterday. 

A strike by gold and coal miners 
planned for Sunday would be unEke ^-. 
ly to have any substantia] impact on 
die economy if it lasted less than a 


month, but would have an as yet 
unquantifiable impact on. business 
and foreign investor confidence, the 
economists said. 

They said the i eduction in interest 
rates was apparently aimed at boost- 
ing the economy and at cutting un- 
employment. seen as a key factor in 
19 months of riots that have claimed 
over 620 lives. 

The biggest blow from the Botha 
speech was to business confidence, 
with businessmen increasingly reluc- 
tant to invest in new plants and 
equipment while the political stabil- 
ity of the country was in doubt, the 
economists said. 


236 companies face 
quick price trials 

The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade is to bring 236 companies to 
court for summary judgments for 
overpricing goods and services. 

The companies were singled out 
for prosecution after some 5.000 
visits in different parts of the country 
during a concerted effort to root out 
violatorsof the price freeze imposed 
under the emergency economic 
programme. 

Another 513 firms had their price- 
gouging cases delayed for regular 
court proceedings, and 113 
businesses face summary court aC- 
ItibnPfor not sending : lists : of their 
1 prices to the ministry, the ministry 
reported yesterday. (Itim)

New Zealand to reduce taxes by 20% 


^•ELLINGTON (Reuter). - The 
New Zealand government said 
yesterday it would slash the coun- 
try's “unfair" income taxes by an 
average of 20% next year. 

But Finance Minister Roger 
Douglas also told parliament in a 
financial statement that the cuts in 
October would be financed by the 
introduction of a 10% Value Added 
Tax on goods and services. 

Douglas said existing tax policy in 
the nation of three million people “is 
unfair and is seen to be unfair." and 
he described the financial statement 
as “the most far-reaching reform of 
taxes and benefits in New Zealand's 
recent history." 

He said the vast majority of house- 
holds would be significantly better 
off after the reforms despite the 
introduction of the goods and ser-

Refinancmgpacbage 

for Johnson Matfliey 

LONDON' (Reuter). - Johnson 
Matthey. the British group whose 
bank collapsed last year sending 
shockwaves throughtheCity of Lon- 
don, has announced a refinancing 
deal worth £276 million (S386m.). 

Under the package, announced 
Monday night, a syndicate of 34 
banks will put up credit facilities, 
cash and precious metals to replace 
cash back-up which included a stand- 
by facility arranged when Johnson 
Matthey Bankers (JMB) was, res- 
cued last September. ■ 

JMB’s collapse with losses of £245 
thrust the Bank of England, which 
rescued it without telling tbe govern- 
ment. into a public row with minis- 
ters and sparked fears for London s 
standing as a financial centre. 

The government last month 
ordered a fraud inquiry into the 
affair after gaps were discovered in 
the bank's records.

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Bonis Leumi again takes lead 
in lowering interest rates

Bank Leumi announced yesterday 
that it is reducing interest rates 
across the board for the third time 
this month and the fifth time since 
the new economic policy was intro- 
duced on July L . 

The present round of reductions 
will be in two stages. On August 27 
the excess or penalty rate on unau- 
thorized overdrafts will drop from 
7% above the authorized rate to 5%. 
This reduction will apply to over- 
drafts in salary-earners' accounts as 
well as business accounts, so that the 
current level of 9*i% on the autho- 
rized overdraft (up to IS1 50,000 per 
salary-earner) plus 7% on excess 
drawings will fell to 14Vi% in toto. 

However, this will only be a brief 
transitory stage. On September 1, 
Leumi will lower its prime interest 
rate, which forms the basis on which 
the other rates for borrowers are’ 
calculated, by 1% to 7Vi%. For 
business borrowers this means that 
their authorized overdrafts and cre- 
dit facilities will cost about 9-10% on 
an effective monthly basis, including 
commissions and other charges. 

Overdrafts for salary-earners will 
be charged at prime+1% as at pre- 
sent, in other words at SV£% com- 
pared with the current 9W%. 
However, total borrowing costs to 
salary-earners will be lowered by a 
further move, namely the increase in 
the overdraft in_salary-earners’ 
accounts to IS200.000 from 

15150.000 at present, and to 

15450.000 for a couple whose salar- 
ies are paid into the same account. 

Leumi spokesmen yesterday told 
The Jerusalem Post that the reduc- 
tions were justified in light of the low 
expected rate of inflation in the 
coming period and the fact that de- 
mand for credit in the economy is 
stagnant. Furthermore, the large 
margin between borrowing and 
lending costs in the banking system 
at the moment gives the banks lee- 
way to reduce borrowing costs - 
despite the heavy liquidity demands 


of the Bank of Israel. 

At the central bank, however, the 
speed and frequency with which the 
banks - led consistently by Leumi - 
have been dropping their interest 
charges to borrowers are not viewed 
favourably. 

The monetary department of the 
Bank of Israel has been fighting 
pressure from the Treasury ana else- 
where to lower interest rates 
throughout the economy at a more 
rapid pace, and it finds its strategy 
being undermined by the unilateral 
actions of the banks. So far, in 
previous rounds of rate-cutting, the 
Bank of Israel has been forced to 
come to terms with these faits 
accomplis of the banks and to lower 
its own interest rates (on the monet- 
ary loans it offers the banks) in line 
with market developments. 

Meanwhile, the payment of VAT 
and other taxes in recent days has 
wiped out the overall liquidity sur- 
pluses in the banking system and left 
some banks with slight shortages. 

Within a week, however, analysis 
expect a renewed flood of money to 
enter the system, as the public re- 
deems large sums from, maturing 
savings schemes on August 25 and 
26. 


If government expects economic plan to succeed 

Massive government cuts said essential

TEL AVIV. - 'Hie price of the black 
market dollar is now “ridiculouslv 
low,” and if the public begins to 
suspect that the emergency econo- 
mic plan will fail, the price of the 
black market dollar will skyrocket, 
according to Meitav. the TcJ Aviv 
financial consultancy firm, headed 
by Zvi Stepak and Sblomo Simo- 
novsky. 

Mehav's summary of the econo- 
mic and financial situation in the 
country, touches only briefly on the 
black market; most of its analysis 
deals with the likelihood of the 
emergency plan's success or failure. 

Its report concludes that the par- 
tial successes already chalked up by 
the planVe mainly of a psychologic- 
al nature - a feeling of relaxation 
which follows every economic plan 
since the public believes the situa- 
tion is being brought under control. 

But Meitav points out that the 
crux of the matter still remains a 
massive cut in the government 
budget. The government planned to 
cut some S750m. from its present 
budget; so far it has cut about 
S400m. 

And even the S750m. target is too 
low: at least SI, 500m. should be 


pared away by reducing security ex- 
penditure. discontinuing certain 
governmental acridities ancl combin- 
ing other functions I no specific areas 
are mentioned I. selling government 
companies and lands, and introduc- 
ing a five-day work w eek in the civil 
service with only five days' pay. 

The analysis admits that the gov- 
ernment's plan has reduced average 
wages by about 5150 a mouth, box' it 
points out that most of the working 
public has considerable financial re- 
sources and will supplement its smal- 
ler pay check by tapping these. 

The public bolds some S35 billion 
.in financial assets, of which about 
528b. are government obligations. If 
the public starts selling its financial 
holdings, the government will be 
hard put to raise money by selling 
new- issues. 

Moreover. Meitav charges that 
there is a huge amount of liquid 
money, the equivalent of SI. 5b.. 
which is "jumping from one place in 
the financial set-up to another." thus 
throwing a monkey wTench in any 
governmental plan.’ 

Most of this sum left doIJar-iinked 
channels and moved into shekel 
accounts w-hen rhe’latter was paving 
high interest rates. 


But Meitav notes that the key to 
the emergency plan's success is still a 
massive cut in the budget. If this is 
not carried out. the economy will 
move into a "deep recession.*' lead- 
ing to a sharp drop in investments in 
the productive sector, dwindling in- 
ventories . and the dismissal of work- 
ers until the jobless constitute 10% 
of the labour force, "instead of the 7 
to S%" the government envisages. 

As for private investments. 
Meitav warns that following the re- 
cent jump in the price of the “free 
shares." some of these are now over- 
priced by as much as 30%: index- 
linked bonds are not a good buy. 
since they are paving only about 7 % 
a year:' but the '’arrangement 
shares" are still attractive, in both 
the short and long run. since they are 
paving about 1S% {while dollar- 
lin’ked bonds are paving only about 
12% 1: and short-term shekel de- 
posits should be av oided unless they 
pay at least 5% interest a month to 
keep ahead of the expected infla- 
tion. 

As for real estate, the firm be- 
lieves char prices of plors and flats 
will fall bv 25-30% and perhaps up 
40-60% if the government “hits" the 
public's financial holdings.

ELSCINT

the tender - Elscint will use its own 
funds and will make a rights issue, 
probably of convertible' debentures, 
to its own shareholders. 

By way of preparation for the 
projected rights issue, the sharehol- 
ders meeting held in New York on 
Monday, at which the first quarter 
results were made public, approved 
a doubling of the company's autho- 
rized capital to 50 million shares. 

At present Elscint has 16.4m. 
paid-up shares outstanding. The 
share, which trades on the New York 
Stock Exchange, has been depressed 
ever since the extent of the com- 
pany's troubles began to emerge, 
and made new lows of 3 3/8 last 
week. But the series of announce- 
ments on Monday helped to take the 
price up slightly. 

The resignation of Suhami from 


control of the American subsidiary 
came as no great surprise to many 
analysts, after his virtual deposition 
bv Galil in June from control of the 
Israeli parent. Nevertheless, he re- 
mains the largest private individual 
shareholder of Elscint stock, with 
some 1.4 million shares (about S per 
cent of the currently outstanding 
amount), and he has expressed his 
intent not to divest himself of this 
holding. 

Shmuel Parag. who has been chief 
operating officer of Elscint Ltd. 
since Binyamin Sabbagh took over 
from Suhami as president in June, 
and who headed the U.S. operation 
in the late 1970’s, is to become acting 
president of Elscint Inc. 

The success or failure of the 
American subsidiary is regarded as 
crucial for the future of the whole 
company. The firm hopes that the

Shares regain stability

After several days of profit- 
taking. “free” shares yesterday 
changed direction and began to edge 
ahead. Buying by mutual funds was 
one main reason for this shift in 
direction, but in the background was 
the announcement by Bank Leumi 
of a further drop in interest rates and 
a 0.6% revaluation of the shekel to 
the highest level against the dollar 
since the July 1 devaluation - less 
than 1 .469 shekels to the dollar. 

As against that, the news of Kopei 
Travel's request to be pul into Ihc 
hands of a receiver and the tidings of 
another hefty loss by Elscint can 
have brought little cheer to investors 
who look at corporate fun- 
damentals. However, it is likely that 
the "lack of alternative*’ theory 
which says that shekel deposits are 
now paying too little, and the con- 
tinuing lack of interest in index- 
linked and dollax-linked invest- 
ments. will be sufficient to propel the 
share market higher for the immedi- 
ate future. 

In the bond market yesterday the 
volumes dried up and the fall in 
prices gave way to general stability 
with scattered’ rises. The outlook 
here is still cloudy, with do liar- 
linked bonds not attracting any real 
attention, despite their high yield. 

On the success side, the Bank of 
Israel issued another two series of 
Treasury bills, one for four weeks 
and one for eiehi.

EGYPT'S Foreign Minister, Ismet Abdel Meguid, bas pledged 
to his Israeli opposite number, Yitzhak Shamir, an all-out 
Egyptian effort to flush out and duly punish the terrorists who 
killed an administrative officer in Israel's Cairo embassy 
yesterday, and wounded his wife and the wife of another 
embassy aide. There is no reason to doubt Mr. Abdel Meguid’s 
word. 

The assassins, whoever they were - whether members of 
some Palestinian faction, or home-grown, fundamentalists - 
were aiming their bullets at the Egyptian government itself, for 
having concluded peace with Israel, and for having allowed an 
Israeli diplomatic mission to operate on its soil. That these 
terrorists might one day actually hit Israelis travelling to or 
from the embassy has long been an acknowledged danger: 
yesterday's incident was the severest but not the firstof its kind. 

Tight security measures were long ago taken by Egyptian 
authorities to prevent the occurrence in Cairo of such attempts 
on the lives of Israeli diplomats as had been carried out in the 
streets of Ankara, Paris and London. The measures proved 
fairly effective, and for some time Cairo was known as one of 
the safest capitals for Israelis to serve in. But no security 
measures can be airtight, and it was perhaps only a question of 
time before the enemies of peace would score their first 
murderous success in Cairo as well. 

While the terrorist plan must have been under preparation 
for quite a while, the actual timing of its execution may have 
been advanced by recent signs of an incipient thaw in Egyptian- 
Israeli relations, even before the resolution of the Taba issue. 

It is certainly interesting that the assault should have taken 
place just as the Egyptian minister of tourism was readying for 
an official visit to Israel, which starts today, and on the eve of 
the opening in Tel Aviv of an Egyptian academic centre on the 
model of the centre already maintained by this country in 
Cairo. The terrorists may also have taken note of the statement 
late last month by Premier Shimon Peres, that relations with 
Egypt were steadily improving, and that Egyptian restrictions 
on trade and tourism with Israel were being lifted. 

To be sure, ties between the two countries could stand a great 
deal of further improvement. When the Egyptian premier, 
Kama! Hassan Ali, expressed the hope that the easing of 
tensions between the Soviet Union and Israel would not lead to 
freer immigration of Soviet Jews to the Jewish state - for in that 
case they might settle in the West Bank - he appalled Israelis of 
both right and left. And the double game played by the 
Egyptian delegation to the Nairobi women's conference last 
month on matters of concern to Israel was not calculated to 
reassure Israelis about Egypt's intentions. 

But this is scant comfort for the assassins. They will not rest 
unless and until they force President Hosni Mubarak to reverse 
course and scrap the peace with Israel altogether. To indicate 
that he will not be terrorized into abandoning his country’s 
undertakings under the peace treaty, the least Mr. Mubarak 
can do is surely to make good his foreign minister's pledge - and 
bring the perpetrators of yesterday's outrage before die bar of 
justice. 


Threat from the casba 


THE SEVEN Knesset mfembers who sought to take possession 
of an apartment in the casba of Hebron were evicted by the 
army early yesterday morning, after failing to convince the 
defence minister that he should allow, them to stay on that 
allegedly Jewish property. The latter-day Solons were violating 
army orders, which had declared the area closed, and their 
parliamentary Immunity did not help them outside the territory 
of sovereign Israel. 

The point the seven were trying to make was that Hebron, 
like the rest of Judea as well as Samaria and Gaza, should be 
considered an integral part of the Jewish state, where Jews may 
not be restricted in their right to purchase privately owned real 
estate and freely settle it. If Jewish settlement at the heart of 
Arab Hebron - and not merely in the Old Jewish Quarter - 
should turn it into a Jewish town, that would be only right and 
proper, they were suggesting, and it would only highlight the 
indisputable fact that this entire land, from the river to the sea, 
belongs in perpetuity to the Jewish People and to no-one else. 

Moreover, if an assertion of the Jewish right to the Land 
should undermine Israel's commitments under the peace treaty 
with Egypt, and wreck any chance of reviving the peace 
process, this would not trouble the seven one bit. 

That MKs representing not only the rightist opposition but 
right-wing coalition parties as well demonstrated is troubling 
enough. But that the leader of the Likud, who is slated to move 
from vice premier to premier within a little over a year, should 
in effect subscribe to their stand, is scandalous- Tme, Yitzhak 
Shamir has on more than one previous occasion purforward the 
rhetorical thesis that the Green Line no longer exists. But now 
he is seeking to give his thesis the colour of political reality. 

Speaking to the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee on Monday Premier Shimon Peres sternly warned 
against the danger of the Arab world reuniting in a new war 
coalition if the diplomatic stalemate continues. But this pros- 
pect leaves Mr. Shamir unperturbed: endorsing a policy of 
Judaizmg Hebron - meaning annexation of the West Bank - he 
seems almost to welcome it. 

An unholy, undeclared alliance of rejectionists appears to be 
.emerging on both sides of the Arab-Israel divide.

Countering Kahanism

DESPITE the current wave of sup- 
port for Meir Kahane, he can be 
stopped through a variety of means.' 

But Kahanism is a different story. 
And it is questionable whether this 
phenomenon can be successfully 
tackled by conventional means. The 
idea that 'Kahanism can be neutral- 
ized through legal, educational, 
ideological orpsycho-social methods 
is erroneous because Kahanism is 
primarily a political phenomenon, 
and therefore it should be dealt with 
as such. 

Some observers argue that Kahan- 
ism emerged as a result of a burgeon- 
ing extremist nationalism which is 
based on a radical fundamentalist 
interpretation of Jewish religious 
dogma. According to this view. 
Kahane’s popularity is increasing as 
his views and actions are directed 
against the Arabs. 

Some believe that his popularity- is 
a result of his racist approach to the 
Palestinian -Israeli conflict: others 
suggest that the rise of Kahanism can 
be attributed to psycho-social stress 
affecting Israeli society now as a 
result of an increase in Arab terror- 
ism: still others hold that Kahanism 
represents a general swing to the 
right of the Israeli political pendu- 
lum. 

Even if all these diagnoses are 
correct, there is still an additional 
dimension to the problem that 
should not be neglected. 


KAHANISM SHOWS its ugly face' 
in another sector of Israeli politics: It 
uses social dissatisfaction and frus- 
tration among marginal groups to 
generate extremist views which are 
often followed by irresponsible ac- 


tions - which threaten the existing 
political arrangements and proces'- 
ses. 

Kahanism. if it continues to grow • 
unchecked. Is bound to destroy the 
democratic system, which in Israel 
is based on. among other things, a 
perpetuation of the status quo’ and 
equal rights for all Israelis, including 
Arabs. Its object is to replace the 
democratic system with an 
authoritarian-theocratic regime. 

And not only does it pose a direct 
threat to the Israeli political system, 
it also threatens in the short term, to 
radicalize such extremist attitudes 
among other, legitimate, political 
groups. 

Thus even if Kahane himself can 
be regarded as merely a temporary 
political aberration. 'the develop- 
ment of Kahanism will continue to 
haunt Israel. 

There is no longer any reason to 
doubt that Kahanism has a special 
appeal for high school students and 
young adults, particularly among 
Orthodox groups, but also among 
low-education , and low-income 
groups who reside in marginal neigh- 
bourhoods of the large cities or in 
development towns. 

One can understand relatively 
easily the attraction of Kahanism to 
those Orthodox Jews who would 
welcome the transformation of 
Israeli democracy into theocracy 
But it is puzzling why certain seg- 
ments in the poorer neighbourhoods 
are inclined towards Kahanism. 

Like some Orthodox Jews, some 
members of these groups are also 
influenced by the religious-racist- 
nationalistic ideas of Kahanism. 
Nevertheless, it .should be empha- 


sized that, not all of these marginal 
groups are potential soldiers -for 
Kahanism. 

My own experience gained during 
many years of political activity with 
these 'groups has taught me; that 
among both high school students and 
residents of the poorer neighbour- 
hoods there is a high potential - and 
actual support - "for a partitionist 
solution to. the Paiesrinian-Israeli 
conflict: for the continuation of the 
peace process: for good relations 
with Arabs: for ethnic and racial 
equality: for the strengthening of the 
existing democratic arrangements, 
etc. The problem is that until now 
nobody has nurtured this potential. 

Thus the background for the em- 
ergence of Kahanism is not only 
ideological, emotional or psycholo- 
gical . but also the absence of alterna- 
tive serious political action. 

On the one hand, the legitimate 
political parties have deserted the 
political arena at the grass-roots 
level. For many years now', the local 
branches of all parties have been all 
but inactive. Before that, the parties 
at least attempted to function at the 
grass-roots level during the run-up to 
general elections. But in recent 
years, even this has been neglected. 
Rather than direct action among the 
people, the parties have relied on the 
media to convey their messages. 

On the other hand, the political 
youth movements have disappeared. 
Thus, in these two sectors - high 
school students and the poorer 
neighbourhoods - a political vacuum 
has' been created and the field has 
been left open to any movement 
which seeks to challenge the 
accepted basic political principles. 
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Kahanism is filling this vacuum. 
Even in places which Kahane him- 
self has not reached, he enjoys sup- 
port because Kahanism already ex- 
ists there.. 

It is easier to digest the Kahanist 
message than to digest the ideology 
of the Likud. Tehiya or Gush Emu- 
nim. for Kahanism outflanks even 
these rightist populist parties. 

The bare fact is that wherever a 
political vacuum exists in regard to 
legitimate political action. Kahan- 
ism can flourish. 

Stopping Kahane through the use 
of legal, 'coercive or persuasive 


means, or through pressure, ideolo- 
gical dialogue or violent action is 
possible. But these methods are in- 
sufficient to uproot Kahanism . 

Only continuous and systematic 
political activity by the legitimate 
parties, the remaining political 
youth movements and local citizens' 
movements can prevent the spread 
of Kahanism. In short, there is a 
need for legitimate democratic 
populism to counter Kahanism.

TOR A FEW DAYS in July it 
seemed that a dramatic change was 
occurring in Jewish life, indeed a 
revolutionary turning point. A cer- 
tain matter was held by rabbinical 
authorities to be of basic haiachic 
importance, but after a talk with the 
prime minister the rabbis appeared 
to have backed down and said that it 
was not required. 

We soon learned, though, that no 
such thing had happened. The issue 
concerned the status of Ethiopian 
Jews, and the chief rabbinate in- 
formed us that the balachic rule was 
still valid and necessary, but that 
“each case will be considered on its 
merits when they apply to many." 

This had the effect of opening the 
door for lenient rabbis to ignore the 
haiachic requirement, while the stric- 
ter rabbis could turn a blind eye to 
what their more easy-going col- 
leagues were doing. 


MAKING CHANGES

Change of Halacha is a basic issue 
that separates liberal Jews from the 
Orthodox. For the Orthodox, the 
Tora (Halacha) was given by God 
once and for all time. For them the 
Tora has been unchanged, it is un- 
changing, and it is unchangeable. 
The rabbis said in the Ethiopian 
case, “We don’t make the Tora: we 
merely apply it.” 

Whether the Tora changes or not 
is not an abstract or academic ques- 
tion. In Israel, the Halacha is set 
over all of us by law in all matters of 
marriage, divorce, adoption and so 
forth; and with the growing political 
strength of the Orthodox, we are 
facing attempts to have the Halacha 
determine such things as medical 
practice, medical study, leisure time 
activities, archeology, the teaching 
of history and of science, abortions 
and what we eat. 

Halacha over the centuries has 
developed many extremely humane 
and uplifting approaches to many 


aspects of life. Milton Himmelfarb in 
a penetrating essay has shown 
graphically how Jewish laws of 2.000 
years ago’ were ever so much more 
humane than British laws of 200 
years ago. The sad aspect is that 
British laws have changed dramati- 
cally in the direction of humaneness 
in the last 200 years, while Jewish 
law has practically not changed at all 
in this period. 

Even Jewish laws can change, 
even though in modern times the 
change has been glacier slow. In the 
case of the double-voiced "decision” 
regarding the Ethiopians we may say 
that there is a change based on the 
principle of benign neglect. 

Officially the law has been de- 
clared as binding, but an opening has 
been left for lenient rabbis to ignore 
it. 

Perhaps the most important exam- 
ple of bringing change by benign 
neglect has been the phenomenon of 
mamzerut. The Bible ordains that if 
a person's parents were not married 
or divorced properly he is a mamzer, 
and he cannot marry a uon-mamzer. 
and this prohibition is to extend for 
ten generations. This harsh law was 
causing much suffering, and in Tal- 
mudic times the rabbis were very 
strict in this regard. Until one prom- 
inent rabbi arose and said to his 
colleagues. "Enough. You are filling 
our whole nation with mamzerim." 


cancellation of the law. This is how 
laws are changed in modern coun- 
tries. (There is of course also the 
modern way of changing laws by 
"interpretation.” but in thus nobody 
claims that the original formulation 
is somehow unchanged.) 

I know of only one dramatic inst- 
ance in Judaism where a law was 
changed by outright abrogation. It 
happened to be a law that repre- 
sented Halacha in its most uncom- 
plimentary. in its most dreadful 
aspect. In Maccabean times Halacha 
was understood to mean that on 
Sabbath one could not fight; even to 
save one's life. Antioch us IV took 


advantage of this, and in 168 BCE he.

THE BEST WAY to institute 
change in a law is not by benign 
neglect, but by direct and explicit 


invaded Jerusalem on a Sabbath and 
slaughtered thousands of its unre- 
sisting inhabitants. 

After this. Halacha was directly 
changed to say that on the Sabbath 
one may fight to save one’s life - the . 
idea that pikuah nefesh (saving of 
life) overrides Sabbath was de- 
veloped. This was a direct change of 
a Halacha - the law was simply 
nullified. It was seen as such a vital 
necessity that no one complained 
about its being an explicit elimina- 
tion of an element in the Halacha. 

But in other matters our ancestors 
felt that they could not directly annul 
haiachic laws. The concept had to be 
preserved that the Tora is unchange- 
able. But life's problems urged 
changes, so they had to resort to 
subterfuges. 

The best-known example of 
change by subterfuge is the prosbul. 


instituted by HQlel. The Tora stipu- 
lated that at the shmitta (seventh) 
year a debtor was freed from re- 
paying a loan. By Hillel’s time it was 
seen that lenders refused to loan 
money as the seventh year 
approached. Hillel invented a new 
document called a prosbul, which 
the borrower signed, and this docu- 
ment was deposited with a court. 
And now the lender could collect his 
debt in the seventh year. 

Hillel did this by saying that the 
Tora made a private debt uncqllect- 
able, but the depositing of the docu- 
ment in a court made it a public debt, 
and it was collectable. 

A similar subterfuge occurred in 
the matter of taking interest. The 
Tora forbids a Jew from taking in- 
terest from another Jew. In Talmu- 
dic times this was found to be a 
handicap m commerce. A strategem 
was developed to get around this. 
The lender and borrower signed a 
paper called a heter iska . which said 
in effect that the leader now became 
a sort of “partner” of the borrower, 
and as such was entitled to receive a 
certain “profit" on the money he 
advanced. This despite the fact that 
there is a world of difference be- 
tween a partner and a money-lender. 
This document is still used every- 
where among Orthodox Jews when 
they borrow money. 


out for change it is perhaps halitza. 
Here is a law that requires a mtin to 
refuse to do something which he 
could not do even if he wanted 
because doing it is illegal. Halitza 
says that if a man dies without sons, 
his widow cannot remarry until she 
bas first asked her husband's brother 
to marry her and he has formally 
“rejected" her. 

This opens the door for the 
brother ta inflict all kinds of black- 
mail on the widow. If the brorher is 
very young, the widow has to wait 
many years until he grows up so he 
can officially refuse her. The 
absurdity here is that if the brother is 
already married, he could not legally 
marry the widow even if he wanted. 
But this is a law that the rabbinic 
authorities have not seen fit to 
change because “one cannot change 
a law from the Tora." 
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IN THE realm of personal status 
very little has been diooe to alleviate 
the harshness of some of the laws. If 
there is one law above all that cries

they have adopted the viewpoint of w - C* t lii’ 
the Hatam Sofer (Rabbi Moses Sof- 
ef) who declared 100 years ago, 

“Anything new is forbidden by (bib- 
lical) law." 

There are many modem Jews who 
are trying to discover and adopt for 
themselves the many positive and 
life-giving elements of Judaism, but 
they are repelled when they come up 
against the reactionary aspects in our 
tradition.' 

All the elements in Judaism must 
be faced openly and critically. Our 
Orthodox leaders try to present only 
one side, and thus they drive off 
those who pose honest questions. 

We have dozens of former Con- 
servative rabbis in Israel. Perhaps it 
is they who will see the need for a 
frank and objective study of our 
tradition.

RESPONSE TO TERROR 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Experts seem to agree that 
responses to terror proposed to date 
are each flawed by significant draw- 
backs. 

The apparent shift of focus to 
deportation seems to under-utilize 
two important aspects of terrorist 
motivation in Israel: 1) their desire 
to occupy land in Israel and 2) the 
strong family bonds in Middle- 
Eastern families. It seems to me that 
these factors could be incorporated 
into a far more effective anti- 
terrorist strategy. 

In the U.S., government agencies 
regularly confiscate planes, yachts, 
homes and other property of drug 
traffickers for their own use in the 
war against the offenders. Why don’t 
we use a similar strategy against 
terrorists which also has the built-in 
advantage, in the war for world 
opinion, of pointing to the U.S. prac- 
tice for precedent. Surely terrorists 
are even more reprehensible than 
drug pedlars? 

I suggest that not only should the 
terrorist be deported, all of the real 
estate, both that which he owned 
and that which he - used in such 
activity, should be confiscated by the 
State of Israel and made immediate- 
ly available for use by Jews. If this is 
not immediately feasible, the site 
should be secured until it can be used 
or occupied by Jews. The terrorist 
would then have to consider that not 
only would be lose everything here, 
so would his family and, moreover, 
their land would be given over to 
Jews as a direct consequence of his 
actions. 

Thus,, terrorism could come to 
mean diminishing the foothold of 
like-minded Arabs in Israel, a self- 
defeating policy. .To be viable 
however, these measures must be 
applied both swiftly and fairly 
(through proper legal remedies - not 
by an administrative decision) to' 
everyone, whether Jew or non-Jew. 
First, Tora teaches that we should 


have but one law for both. Second, 
these also represent effective 
counter-measures to Jewish terror- 
ism so long as the property is turned 
over to new Jewish settlers totally 
unrelated to the offender and his 
family and not in sympathy with the 
offender(s).
